Here are some of the misun­ 
derstandings

er it is to be a single or double 
garage. Thew is no indication in 
the agreement as to where on the 
lot the garage will be built 
It 
says nothing about when the work 
is to be finished. There is no 
agreement 
as 
to 
whether 
Mr. 
Householder is to pay rn advance, 
in installments, or not until it is 
completed. 
Further, they have not actually 
agreed upon a price. The agree­ 
ment refers to an estimated price 
of $800 
They should be specific 
and make cither a fixed price 
contract or an agreement where­ 
by the builder is reimbursed for 
hte expenses plus a definite profit 
percentage.
